calling rhe Duke of Berwick, who is ex:raordinarily 

belov'd by the Spanith Officers and Soldiers, ’Tis 
advis’d from Malaga, that feveral of the Enemy's 

Ships coming from Barcelona, put into the Bay of 

Gibraltar the 25th of February, and the nexc Day 

ftood out of the Sreights. The Weacher has been 

very Stormy throughout Spain feveral Days; and 
the Rains having made the Rivers overflow, have 
done great Damage to the City of Seville and other 

Places: This bad Weather will put back the open- 

ing the Campaign 3 Weeks at leaft. 

Perpignan, March 9. The laft Letters from Court 
tell us the Duke de Noailles will be here the begin- 
ning cf nevt Month; in the meantime the Troops 
that are to compofe his Army are drawn hither, and 
are computed at 12000 Foot and 3000 Horfe, to 
which will be added 17 Companies of Miqnelcts 
who did great Service the laft Campaign. 

From the Amfterdam Courant, dated March 24. 

Zurich, March 11. The French and the Inhabi- 
tancs of the Roman Catholick Cantons, never boaft- 
ed fo much as now of the flourifhing Condition of 
the King of France’s Affairs, particularly with re- 
{pect to to the War in Spain and the Defign againft 
Scotland: And ‘tis incredible in what a ranting 
Strain they talk of them. 

From the Antwerp Courant, dated March 23. 

Paris, March 19. A Courier from Dunkirk has 
brought Advice, that the Men of War of the Count 
de Forbin’s Squadron pur out of the Bafon into the 
Road the 14th Inftant ; that the Troops were then 
order’d to be imbark’d, but that their Imbarkation 
was afterwards put off to the 16th, on which Day 
they were Shipp’d, and the reft of the Squadron 
put out into the Road, and lay there till the next 
Day, when the preiended Prince of Wales went 
aboard at 3 in the Afternoon, and the Fleet fail’d at 
5 ; but after two Hours Sail, the Wind coming 
North, The Count de Forbin was forc’d to come 
back to an Anchor in Newport-Pirs. He had feen 
no Enemy that Evening . The faid Fleet confifts of 
13 Men of War, 12 Frigates, and a great number 
of Privateers, befides 30 Trarfports having on boerd 
Men, Arms, Provifions, and Ammunition; making 
together 65 Sail. This Morning we had Advice from 
Verfailles, that the King had an Account by an Of- 
ficer who came Poft with great Expedition from 
Dunkirk, that Yefterday Morning our Fleet lay 
Wind-bound before Newport, and that the Englith 
Fleet confifting of 4o flout Ships were feen from 
Dunkirk, bur could make but little Way becaufe 
of the contrary Wind. This laft News has made 
the Court very uneafie, and doubrful of the Succefs 
of the Count de Forbin’s Expedition. No:with- 


landing the Duke de Noailles cook his Leave to 


Day of the King, in order to fet out for Roufiillon, 
tis reported, he is commanded to defer his Depar- 
ture for fome Days ; becaufe the Military Operati- 
Ons which he is to undertake, will be regulaced ac- 


_Cording to the Succefs of the Dunkirk Fleer. The 


17th the King began to review the Troops of his 
Houfhold in the Park of Verfailles. All the Officers 
of our Army in Flanders are order’d to fer ont for 
Lifle or Mons by the ift of April.

Mons, March 18. To Day ariiv'd an Expiefs 
from Duskirk, and reporcs, shat he faw the pie- 
tended Prince of Wales go on board ab ut 6 a Clock 
Yeftcrday in the Evening, and thac all tne Ships 
were foon Sail’d out of Sight. We are big with 
Hopes here of the Succcis of that Expedition. 

Brufjels March 21. To Day at Noon caine Ad- 
vice hither, thatthe Enemy’s Fleet were under Sail 
from Newport-Pits at 2a Clock Yefterday Morning; 
that Admiral Byng was bincerd by contrary Wina 
from coming up with them, but that he is now in 
Chace of them, propofing to overteke them before 
they reach the Piace they are boundro. Major Ge- 
neral Cadogan is now at Oftend, to give Order for 
embarking feveral Engiith Battailions. They write 
from Mons, that the Count of Taufkirchen,who had 
feen the pretended Prince of Walcs imbark, and 
with’d him a good Voyage on the Pare of the Ele- 
Ctor of Bavaria, retura’d thither the 18:h3 and that 
the Count de Arco is {peedily to go to Verfailles, to 
affift ac 2 Council of War. 

From the Amfterdam Courant, dated March 22. 

Amfterdam, March 21. Leters fiom Nantes of 
the 15th of this Month relace, that an Imbargo 
was laid there on all Shipping ; and thet the Pilors 
of fome Ships which were in a Readynefs to fail, 
were taken and carricd athore, chat thofe Ships 
might not flip away. 


Paris, Match 19. ‘ After many Meffages to and 
* agen, at length came an Exprefs at one a Clock 
* this Morning, with an Account, that the Count 
* de Forbin having receiv’d the King’s Jaft Orders, 
* caus’d the reft of the Troops to embark ; that the 
‘ pretended Prince of Wales went on board lefs in- 
* difpos’d than had been given out, and in fhort, that 
‘ the 17th they put to Sea in the Dusk of the Even- 
‘ ing, to conceal thcir Departure from the Enemy, 
‘ the Gates of Dunkirk being fhut and the Guard 
* doubled that no Perfon might carry out Intelli- 
‘ gence. The St. Germains Queen, fince the heard 
‘ of the pretended Prince’s failing, is. continually 
weeping and praying for Succefs to his Enterprize: 
the Court flater themielves fo much with 
the Expectation of it, that the moft fanguine 
talk of nothing but the Confequences it muft in- 
fallibly produce. But the more confiderate are 
more modeft, knowing that Forbin put to Sea 
with Repugnancy : He writ a long Letter to the 
King, touching the Enemy’s Strength and his own; 
and befeeches his Majefty sot to lay the Blame 
upon him, if the Succefs fhould not anfwer the 
Schemes and Expectations of the Courr. He con- 
cludes, that he made no doubr of getting away 
without being attack’d, if the Wind fhould con- 
tinue as fair for him as it was when be went 
aboard ; but that if the Wind chang’d, he forefaw 
he fhould inevitably be fore’d to fight the Enemy. 
P. S. Another Courier is juft arriv’d, with Ad- 
vice that the Fleet has been oblig’d by contrary 
Wind ro put into the Road before Newport. We 
are affur'd, that when our King took Leave of 
the Pretender at St. Germains, the Stile be us’d 
io him was King of great Britain, and your Bri- 
tannick Majefty. The Duke of Berwick is to 
command in Dauphine, and Medavi ig Provence. 


Hague, March 23. ‘ Yefterday at 4 in the Morn- 
“ ing arriv’d here an Exprefs from the Field-Marfhal 
‘ M. d’Auverquerque,with Advice, that on Tucfday 
‘the 20th Inftant, at2in the Morning, the Ene- 
« my’s Pleet fail’d out of Newporr- Pits. to the Num- 
* berof8 or 9 Men of War and abour 17 Frigates and 
* Privareers : It was not perceiv’d that they had any 
Tranfports with them. They out of Dun- 
* kirk the 17tb, but were oblig’d by contrary Wind 
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‘to come to aa Anchor in the faid Pits. While 
they lay there, Major General Cadogan fenta 
Veffel from Oltend to give Admiral Bing Notice 
of what they had done ; the Admiral recarn’d him 
Anfwer, that he had been inform of i, and was 
under fail cowards them: Buc the contrary Wind 
kepi bim back. We know noc yet, whe:her be 
has had Inceiligence of their Sailing this fecond 
time, and confequently cansor teil woether he has 
engag'd or isin Purfuicof them. Some Advices fay 
the Counc de Forbin was order’d by the French 
Court abfolucely to puc to Sea whatever thould 
be che Confequence. AM>-n of the beft Experience 
and Underftanding in publick AtFurs, are 
abfoluccly puzzled waac Judgneat to make here 
of the Inceation and Defign of the Enemy: Their 
unufual Ogenacts in owning the Expedition co be 
againtt Scotland, ani cheir Boldne!s in putting to 
Sea nocwithfanding they knew che Bricifh Fice: 
* was_prepar’d to oppofe them, give Ground to 
think, thac if they do go to Scotland , cither 
‘they have more than ordinary Affuraaces of 
being aflifted by a powerful Party after their 
Landing, (though by whom we cannot ima- 
* gine, ) Or, that they are out of their Wits. Ic 
may be eafily fuppos'd we are under great impa- 
* tience ro learn where they wiil make their Def- 
‘cent, and with. whacSuccefs. The Britith Mini- 
* fler will forchwith imbark fome Regiments at Oft- 
* end, for England ; which will be no weakning our 
* Forces on this Side, becanfe the Enemy have by 
‘ their _Imbarkation diminifh’d the Number of their 
‘ Troops. Tao’ People in this Country generally 
‘ appear to be inno Apprehenfion of the Succeis of 
‘the Enemy's Enterprize, they cannot help be- 
ing under fome Uneafinels abouric: Yer ic 
* not in the lealt make the States flacken their Di- 
‘ ligence and Application, in the Profecution of the 
“War on the Continent. The Treaty for continu- 
* ing the 8000 Pruffians in Italy, is at length abfo- 
*Jutely concluded: But is not fign'd yer, becaufe 
* of the Abfence of the Britith Minifter. The Siares 
* of the Province of Ucrecht, who had refus’d ro 
* confent to the Subfidies allow’d the King of Pruffia 
* for thofe Troops, have agreed to ic: They have 
* alfo agreed to the borrowing a Million and a half, 
* to be laid out on the Fortifications of the Places 
©‘ of this Commonwealth: The other Provinces 
“had already agreed to ir, and only that of Ucreche 
‘made any Difficulty, By the laft Exprefs which 
*the Count de Noyelles fent hither, he ecar- 
* neftly folliciced to be recall’d from the Service in 
* Caralonia; and the Council of State have granted 


his Requeft. 


Lendon, March 17, 

Yefterday arrivd an Expreis from Sir George 
Byng, dated on Saturday laft, with an Accoun: that 
that Morning he got Sight of che French Fleet in 
the Mouth of the Frych of Forth, and that afMfvon 
as they difcover’d him they made off to Sea ; thar 
he ftood after them,and being then abour 3 Leagues 
from them hop’d to be able foon to give a good Ac- 
countof them,at leaft ro prevent chcir landing Men or 
Ammunition. They had fen: a Frigate up towards 
Edenbourg, with a Flag our, to nocify the Arrival 
of the pretended Priice of Wales, but bad nor land- 
ed any Forces.
